Ornllemen  of  the  Lff/islafire  Assrmhli/: 

The  year  which  has  passed,  since  last  you  were  assembled,  has 
heen  one  prodigal  in  blessings  to  the  people  of  this  Territorv. 
Jfost  conspicuous  among  these  blessings,  has  been  that  of  well 
nigh  universal  health.  The  terrible  scourge  of  cholera,  which  has 
made  desolate  the  homes  of  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens 
(liroughout  the  States,  has  mercifully  left  us  unvis^ted.  The  la- 
bcus  of  our  husbaudmen  have  been  rewarded  with  an  unstinted 
liand.  A  bountiful  supply  of  all  the  Hecessities  of  life,  both  for 
ilomestic  consumption  and  export,  has  been  garnered  for  the  year 
to  ctyne. 

The  past  year  will  be  also  ever  memorable  in  our  national  his- 
tory, for  the  magnitude  and  cosmopolitan  character  of  its  labois, 
inaugurated  or  completed.  The  Oceanic  telegraph,  long  regardecl 
as  the  Imaginative  project  of  an  impractical  dreamer,  has  proved 
a  muKUitlcent  success.  Rendered  but  more  hopeful  by  previous 
failures,  undismayed  by  countless  obstacles  aud  discouragements, 
(lie  heroic  projectors  of  the  enterprise  have  held  their  faith  uu- 
^haken,  until  it  has  become  the  most  wonderful  of  verities. 

IJeside  the  every  day  workings  of  this  magical  wire,  the  most 
faticiful  of  even  oriental  dreams  becomes  prosaic;  in  our  inter- 
course with  distant  nations,  time  and  space  alike  cease  to  be  ele- 
ments of  computation  and  disappear.  What  a  wonderful  display 
of  genius  and  perseverance!  It  forcibly  reminds  us  of  the  scrij)- 
tiiral  saying  that  man  was  made  but  a  little  lower  than  the  angels, 
linlte,  yet  how  vast  his  power!  He  measures  the  distance  to  the 
planets  and  gives  you  their  circumference.'-  He  says  to  the  ocean 
ilo  this,  and  to  the  lightning  do  that,  and  they  obey  his  com- 
mands. All  honor  to  Cyrus  W.  Field  and  his  coadjutora  for  this 
':iiblime  Bchlevment.  Who  can  over-estimate  the  power  of  this 
new  agent  in  socializing  and  Christianizing  the  world,  and  ha»l- 
piilng  that  golden  age  of  humanity,  the  era  of  universal  brother- 
liood  and  peace? 


Another  vast  project,  the  national  highway  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  in  which  tlie  people  of  this  'IV rritory  have  such  vital  inter- 
est, has  been  within  the  year  pu8h< d  forward  with  charHCteristic 
energy.  It  has  approached  us,  in  the  east  well  nigh  one  third  of 
the  entire  distance  to  be  traversed.  On  the  west  the  iron  horhe 
has  nearly  reached  the  snow  capped  summits  of  the  Sierra  Nevada. 
During  the  year,  also,  another  enterprise  has  been  Inaugurateil 
and  virtually  completed  by  the  people  of  this  Territory,  which,  in 
view  of  the  great  difficulties  to  be  surmounted,  the  scarcity  of 
capital  and  the  great  cost  of  labor  and  transportation,  deserve* 
ruention,  even  in  connection  with  the  great  undertakings  to 
which  allusion  has  been  made.  The  completion  of  the  Territorial 
Telegraph  line,  passing  through  nearly  every  settlement  in  the 
Territory  for  a  distance  of  more  than  live  hundred  miles,  is  one 
of  the  most  important  steps  yet  taken  in  the  development  of  our 
varied  resources. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  foreign  immigrants,  animated  hy  - 
the  hope  of  bettering  their  condition  and  of  here  enjoying  a  high- 
er degree  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  have,  during  the  pressent 
season,  sought  homes  within  our  borders.  They  seem  to  be,  as  i% 
class,  eminently  frugal  and  industrious,  and  will  prove  a  most 
valuable  addition  to  our  population.  The  greatest  want  of  our 
Territory  is  labor,  wherewith  more  fully  to  develope  our  natural 
resources,  and>  every  addition  to  the  great  army  of  producers  is  n 
benefit  to  all. 

Our  Territorial  state,  as  well  as  our  isolation  from  the  scenes  of' 
political  strife,  has  rendered  us  lookers-on  rather  that  participant:* 
in  the  political  turmoils  of  our  fellow-citizens  throughout^  the 
Htates.  So  long  as  a  people  are  intelligent,  educated  and  accus- 
tomed to  freedom  of  thought  and  action,  earnest  differences  of 
opinion  will  arise  among  those  equally  solicitous  for  tho  public 
good.  In  all  such  contests,  however,  the  truth  and  the  right 
will  ultimately  be  victorious,  and  the  cause  of  free  government 
will  be  promoted  by  the  honest  dissentions  among  itt*  advocateM. 
Our  hopes  should  be,  with  those  of  all  true  patriots,  that  our 
country,  lately  distracted  by  civil  war,  may  be  8)(eedily  restoreil 
and  made  harmouiou"  on  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  American  Ii  dependence.  The  geographical,  commercial 
;ind  political  interests  of  the  United  States  and  Territories  are 
one  and  indivisible.  We  need  only  the  healing  balm  of  time,  in 
connection  with  the  many  and  varied  agencies  now  at  work,  to. 
restore  and  fit  us  for  that  high  mission  assigned  us  by  God  in  tho- 
family  of  nations. 

KeLections  upon  the  gubjects  to  which  T  have  briefly  alluded, 
with  others  which  will  suggest  themselves  to  all,  should  fill  our 
hearts  with  devout  gratitude  to  Almightj'  God— the  Father  of 
mercies — for  His  unceasing  and  parental  care.  Let  us,  with  one 
iiccord,  beseech  of  Him  a  continu.tnce  of  His  divine  favors,  aiid 
iliat  He  may  preside  in  our  councils  and  guide  our  deliber.ttioriH 
io  the  end  that  the  highest  prosperity  of  the  people  be  promoted 


by  mirVahor?.  The  great  blessings,  which  have  been  by  Providence 
vouctis:vfe<l  us  as  a  nation,  should  be  regarded  as  evidence  that  the 
f  tforts  ftl'  our  fathers  an<l  of  our  own  >;eneration,  to  build  up  an 
fiujiire  tortile  people,  liave  been  blessed  in  His  sight;  should  nial<e 
iiM  the  more  implicitly  rely,  as  of  divine  acceptance,  upon  our 
ifingyrt  charta — freedom  of  Hpeech,  freedom  of  the  press  and 
religious  toleration;  should  make  yet  more  solemn  the  obligation, 
resrins;  upon  every  citizen,  of  loyalty  to  the  Republic  and  implicit 
oliedieuce  to  its  laws,  letst,  iu  his  disobedience,  he  be  battling 
against  the  will  of  God. 

MEXICO^ 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Repablic  of  Mexico  is  the  political 
topic  which,  owing  to  our  proximity  to.  the  scene  of  events,  has 
been,  perhaps,  of  the  highest  interest  to  the  people  of  this  Terri- 
tory. The  doctrine  known  as  the  Monroe  doctrine  is  one  especially 
dear  to  the  American  people,  and  its  infringment  by  the  French 
>jmperor  has  ever  been  viewed  with  feelings  of  gravest  dissatis- 
faction. The  great  predominance  in  numbers,  wealth  and  energy, 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  upon  the  North  American  Continent, 
lias  caused  to  be  entertained,  among  our  people,  the  conviction 
that  it  will  have  ultimately  to  absorb  and  govern  all  other  races. 
In  view  of  the  distracted  political  state  of  our  sister  Republic,  her 
best  wisliers  could  but  view  with  satisfaction  a  liberal  admixture 
of  emigrants  from  the  United  States  with  her  present  population. 
Such  emigrants  would  bear  with  them  the  more  advanced  ideas, 
prevalent  throughoutour  Republic,  regarding  govermental  policy, 
vdueation  and  religious  freedom;  and  would,  ultimately,  either 
remodel  and  energise  the  efTete  institutions  of  Mexico,  or  prepare 
tlif  way  for  her  al)sorption  into  our  own  family  of  Slates.  Xo 
jtjdiclousobserver  can  question  that  either  consummation  would  be 
infinitely  advantageous  to  the  Mfxican  people.  Our  citizens  will 
view,  with  ever  iucreasing  watchfulnes  ami  interest,  the  progress 
of  events.  A  Republic,  stretching  from  the  north  pole  to  the 
J.-<thmu3  of  Panama  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacifjc,  em- 
bracing within  its  limits  the  products  of  every  clime,  harmonious 
in  all  parts,  and  indivisible  because  of  its  advantages  to  all,  is  a 
ilreatii  which  wise  and  prudent  statesmanship  may  yet  realize, 
jiiid  that  too  without  bloodshed,  without  civil  couvulttion,  but  by 
ttimple  demonstration  of  its  benefit  to  all. 

The  subjects  proper  for  legislative  action  at  your  preeeint  session 
lire  not  numerous,  but  are  of  grave  importance.  Your  duties  are 
simple,  yet  highly  responsible.  In  legislation  it  is  wise  to  bear 
in  raiml  the  end  and  aim  of  all  legal  enactments — to  redeonj  the 
fallen,  to  restrain  the  lawless,  t*^* encourage  education  and  to  pro- 
mote industry  in  the  development  of  the  varied  resources  of  rlie 
country.  .    ,, 

TKRUITORIAL   FINANCKS. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  ore  herewith 
eubmltted.    The  finances  oftho  Territory  would  seem  to  be  iu  a 


prosperous  condition.    It  is  cause  for  conprratulation  that  the  Ter- 
ritory is  unfettered  by  indebtedness  of  any  character. 

EDUpATIOX. 

In  my  Message,  communicateil  to  your  Body  at  its  previous  ses- 
sion, I  Ktated,  somewhat  at  length,  <uy  views  in  reference  to  com- 
mon schools.  It  is  not,  perhapsi,  necessary  to  repeat  liere  wliat 
was  there  set  forth;  I  must,  however,  reiterate  tlie  views  then 
expressed  in  regard  to  the  importance  of  immediate  action.  Al- 
though, owing  to  the  sparseness  of  our  population  and  a  want  of 
means,  a  common  school  system  cannot  be,  perhaps,  at  once 'en- 
tirely perfected,  yet  such  steps  as  are  |)racticable  should  be  taken 
towards  making  the  means  ot  education  free  to  all  children 
■within  the  Territory.  Your  Memorial  to  Congress,  at  its  recent 
session,  asking  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  city  and  towu  lota, 
within  the  Territory,  be  donated  to  your  school  fund,  failed  to  in- 
duce favorable  action  by  the  National  Legislature,  yet  I  wouM 
respectfully  recommend'  that  the  subject  be  again  presented.  The 
liarren  and  worthlesscharacter  of  nearly  all  the  school  lands,  which 
will  ultimately  be  donated  to  the  Territory,  renders  this  but  au 
act  of  simple  justice,  needful  to  place  us  on  an  equality  with  ad" 
joining  tstates  and  Territories. 

PENITENTIARY. 

A  recent  visit  to  our  Penitentiary  has  satisfied  me  of  the  im- 
portance of  legislation  in  reference  to  that  institution.  With  our 
increasing  population,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  expect  a  correspond- 
ing increaseof  the  numberof  criminals.  The  present  Peniteutiary 
building  is  insecure.  A  substantial  stone  building  should  be 
erected  within  its  walls,  provided  •with  strong  but  commodious 
cells  for  the  retention  of  prisoners;  to  which  should  be  added  a 
suitable  library  and  bathing  room.  At  present,  too,  the  priso'iers 
are  usually  chained  and  taken  from  the  Fenitentiary  to  labor  up- 
oTi  the  highways,  or  upon  agricultural  improvements.  The  pre- 
dominantaim  of  punishments  for  crime  should  be  the  reformation 
of  the  criminal.  The  course  at  present  pursued,  by  exposing  the 
prisoners  in  public,  bearing  on  them  the  badges  of  their  ignomin- 
ious lot,  can  but  tend  to  harden  them  against  all  effort  for  their 
improvement,  and  to  extirpate  from  their  bosoms  those  feelings 
of  shame,  sorrow  and  remorse  which  should  work  in  no  small  de- 
gree their  reformation.  It  would  be  far  more  advantageous  to  the 
prisoners  could  they  be  engaged,  within  the  walls  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary, in  mechanical  employments,  learning,  perhaps,  some 
useful  trade,  where  previously  ignorant.  In  the  discharge  of  our 
duties  towards  this  class  of  our  fellow  citizens  the  golden  rule — 
"that  we  are  to  overcome  evil  by  doing  good,"  should  never  be 
forgotten. 

MILITIA  ORGANIZATION. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  previous  Message,  upon 
the  point  of  the  necessity  for  a  -evision  of  the  present  militia 


Jaws.  Such  laws,  in  my  opinion,  are  not  In  accordance  with  the 
Territorial  Orfjauic  Act.  The  provision  therein,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  militia,  is  practically 
JKBored.  A  Staff  should  be  provided  for  the  Governor,  and  reports 
made  to  him  through  his  Adjutant  General.  Surrounded  as  weare 
by  Indian  tribes,  the  militia  are  liable  at  all  times  to  be  calle<i  up- 
on to  protect  settlers  from  their  ravages.  Claims  for  such  services 
would  be  much  more  favorably  considered  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, were  such  militia  called  upon,  in  case  of  need,  by  the 
recognized  superior  olhcer  of  the  organization.  I  trust  that 
such  action  may  be  taken,  at  your  present  session,  as  will  conforni 
the  militia  laws  of  the  Territory  with  the  spirit  of  the  Organic 
Act. 

THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

It  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  our  settlers  that  they  be  en- 
abled to  speedily  avail  themselves  of  the  beneficent  provisions  of 
the  homestead  act.  The  occupied  lands  of  the  Territory  have 
been  reclaimed  from  their  desert  state  by  a  marvel  of  persevering 
industry,  and  the  title  of  the  occupants,  who  have  in  truth  created 
for  the  lands  their  only  value,  should  be  placed  beyond  legal 
fjHestion.  I  would  be  pleased  to  unite  with  you  in  a  memorial  t<» 
0>ngress,  soliciting  an  aiipropriation  for  completing  the  public 
curveys,  the  appointment  of  a  Surveyor  General  for  the  Territory 
Rnd  tiie  opening  of  an  oftice  at  this  city  for  the  sale  and  entry  of 
the  public  lands.  Under  the  present  laws  title  to  the  city  and 
town  sites  can  be  perfected,  and  I  should  urge  in  these  cases  the 
desirableness  of  immediate  action. 

ROADS  AND  BRIDOER. 

Heretofore  a  considerable  portion  of  the  annual  Territorial 
revenue  has  been  expended  in  the  construction  of  bridges  and 
the  improvement  of  highways.  No  expen<liture  can  be  morejudi- 
iMOUsthan  this,  vrhereby  communication  lietween  our  scattered  set- 
tlements is  facilitated  and  made  practicable  throughout  the  year. 
Duringthe  past  season  Thave  traveled  overaconsiderableportionof 
the  Territory,  and  thus  been  make  familiar  with  the  importanceof 
still  further  expenditures  in  this  regard.  Coming  as  you  do  from 
every  portion  of  the  Territory,  your  information  of  the  public 
needs  will  enable  you  to  judge  correctly  as  to  the  most  judicious 
among  the  many  needed  improvements.  The  road  from  this 
city,  through  Parley's  Park  to  the  Weber  river.  Is  the  avenue 
through  which  jiasses  the  greater  portions  of  the  imports  for  the 
Tenitory.  The  road  is  an  extremely  difficult  one,  and,  although 
much  labor  has  heen  expended  upon  it,  it  is  still,  for  much  of  ttiH 
yt'ar,  almost  impassible.  The  action  had,  under  the  law  passed 
lit  your  last  session,  has  failed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
public,  and  some  further  legislation  would  seem  desiralile,  either 
iu  the  way  of  additional  appropriations,  or  a  revision  of  the  law. 

POSTAL  FACILITIES. 

■'    The  reoeut  decialoa  of  the  I'ostofflce  Department,  relative  to 
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ftrwarding  mails  from  this  city  to  Presi'ott — the  oapital  of  Ari- 
zona— will,  iloiihtles!",  soon  Inati  to  tlie  establinlinjent.  ofaituily 
Her  vice  between  thos-e  points,  there  by  giving  to  the  (greater  port  imi 
of  our  southern  wettletneurs  the  benelit  of  daily  inailHi.  'I'he  eslali' 
lishineiit  of  such  serviiw  would  he  a  proper  sulject  for  a  uienioriiil 
to  Coirgresip,  atid  I  shonjil  anticipate  therefor  a  favorahle  corif-iri- 
cratiou.  Your  fattiillarity  witit  the  various  settlements  will 
tnable  you  to  incorporate,  in  such  luealorial,  (petitions  for  sui-ri 
other  mail  facilltiis  aa  are  demainleii  l)y  the  publiu.  It  ini^ht.  l»» 
well  for  you,  too,  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  present; 
law  requiring  tlie  ])ref«yrnfnt  of  letter  postage  ujion  all  mail 
matter,  other  than  newspapers  sent  direct  from  theottice  of  publi- 
cation, which  makes  a  most  unjust  and  oppressive  discriminalitm 
nuainst  the  [>eopIe  of  this  and  the  adjoining  (States  and  Territories. 
The  circulation  of  tnagazines  und  oilier  periodicals  and  the  pur- 
chase of  liooks  to  be  forwarded  hy  mail  are  virtually  suspendeil 
liy  this  law.  It  is  a  well  ninh  piolnUilary  t;ix  upon  knowiedt;e. 
In  our  isolated  condition,  and  willi  our  jiopulatiou  in  uihuv 
Jocalitiea  so  sparse  that  pood  schools  cannot  tie  maiiitaiiied,  it  i-< 
iin  added  hardship  that  the  dissi- munition  of  knowledge,  hy  means 
<d' l>ooks  and  periodicals,  should  thus  be  practically  denied  hy 
Congressioual  enactnierit.  You  shouiil  certainly  «nibrace  in  your 
memorial  a  petition  for  the  repe:d  of  this  oppressive  law.  to  ibe 
end  that  the  people  of  this  and  the  adjoi  ui  nj<  TerritorFes,  in  respect 
to  postal  facilities,  be  placed  upon  au  equality  with,  those  in  the 
Atlantic  States. 

M1>'ERATj  EKSOt'RCES. 

During  tlie  past  year  some  ])rogress  has  been  made  in  the  devel' 
opuieiit  of  the  utKiIies'tioiiahly  great  mineral  wealth  of  ourTerri" 
tori'.  Assays  and  other  experiments  would  seem  to  demonstrate 
that  the  Cottonwood,  Rush  Valley,  liiugham  Canon  and  iliner»- 
ville  mineral  districts  equal  in  ritjhness  any  yet  discovered  upon 
the  continent.  The  Pahraihagat  mines,  too,  much  more  extensive, 
so  far  as  worked,  have  prov-ed  equally  rich;  and,  although, 
l)robably,  soon  to  be  annexed  to  the  State  of  IS'evada,  will 
yet,  hy  their  contiguity  to  our  settlements  and  avenues  of 
travel,' be,  to  a  great  extent,  equally  dependant  upon  us  for  sup- 
plies as  those  within  our  borders.  The  value  of  these  mines  to 
our  people,  bolh  from  their  rich  products  and  from  the  home 
market  furnished  for  our  .surplus  agricultural  products  cannot  !•« 
over-estimated.  Although  their  highest  degree  of  success  in  their 
working  cannot  he  looked  for,  until  the  completion  of  the  Pacific 
liailroad  shall  inaugurate  the  era  of  cheap  transportation  .'iml 
supplies,  yet  much  will,  n>ean'while,  be  accomplished  by  th« 
enterprising  capitalists  of  our  owm  a«nd  foreign  countries.  "  Tbo 
great  importance  of  creating  a  home  niaTket  for  our  products  is 
evident  to  all,  and  for  that  reason,  as  well  as  others,  the  develop- 
ment of  our  mineral  wealth  should  be  encouraged  and  protected, 
in  every  manner  possible,  by  prudent  and  fostering  legisltitiuii. 


I  would,  respectfully,  again  call  your  attention  to  the  desirable- 
ness of  taking  immediate  steps  towards  forming  an  ample  colleC'^ 
tion  of  mineral  specimens  from  all  portions  of  the  Territory.  The 
jiroprietors  of  mineral  lixies  would  gladly  donate  such  specimens, 
and  a  collection  could  thus  be  formed,  almost  without  cost,  which, 
would  be  of  great  value,  as  exhibiting  truthfully,  to  our  own  peo- 
ple and  to  strangers  visiting  the  Territory,  our  great  resources  in 
the  department  of  the  precious  metals. 

CODE  OF  r»ACriCE.  .iiim! 

The  present  statute  regulations,  relative  to  the  forms-of  civil  ac* 
tioiiH  and  methods  of  procedure  therein,  are  entirely  inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  the  people.  Additional  legislation  is  demanded, 
in  this  regard,  by  the  increasing  business  bffore-  the  Courts,  inci- 
dent to  the  growing  magnitude  of  our  comniercial  transactions. 
Within  the  past  few  years  many  of  the  Btafes  have  abolished  thq 
antiquated  common  law  forms  of  pleading  and  rules  of  practice, 
iind  substituted  therefor  methods  of  greater  simplicity  an<l  direct'* 
jiess.  The  code  of  practice  in  civil  actions,  first  adopted  in  th^ 
State  of  New  York,  and  afterward  substantially  copied  by  Wis- 
<-onsin,  California,  Iowa  and  other  States,  might  be  adopted  here 
with  much  advantage  to  the  suitors  in  our  Courts.  Should 
nothing  be  done  relative  to  this  matter,  at  your  present  session, 
a  committee,  either  of  your^wn  Members,  or  of  the  Members  of 
the  Bar  of  the  Territory,  snouhi  be  named,  with  instructions  to 
report  a  proper  code  of  practice  in  time  to  be  acted  upon  at  the 
next  session  of  your  Body.
